buildings are, after a fashion, substantial, 
the houses belonging to the rich mer- 
chants being very spacious and comfort- 
able. There are large bazars, in which

HOW THE JlNOLET GETS INSIDE.— 


Ihe making of sleigh-bells is quite an art. 
The little iron ball is too big to be put 
in through the holes in tbe bell, and yet 
it is inside. 
How did it get there ? Tbe 


little iron ball is "the jinglet." 
When 


you shake the sleigh-bell in jingles. 
In 


making the bell this jinglet is put inside 
a little ball of mud, just tbe shape of tbe 
inside of the bell. Then a mold is made 
just the shape of the outside of the bell. 
This mud ball with the jinglet inside is 
placed in the mold of tbe outside, and 
the metal is poured in, which fills up the 
space between the ball and the mold. W ben 
the mold is taken off you see a sleigh-bell, 
but it will not ring as it is full of dirt. 
The hot metal dries the dirt that the bell is 
made of, so it can be shaken out. 
After 


the dirt is all shaken out of the holes in 
the bell, tbe little iron jinglet will still 
be in the bell and will ring. It took a 
good many years to think out bow to 
make a sleigh-bell. 


Terra cotta lumber is made by mixing 


sawdust with common alluvial -clays and 
the compost is ground and pressed by 
machinery. It is used like brick and. is 
adopted for inside work only. The sur- 
face is smooth and can be finished by two 
thin coats of plaster.

system of fircproofing.

with corn meal; caunamon and cassia 
with ground crackers, stale' bread and 
biscuits, baked and ground ; ginger with 
corn meal, Cayenne pepper and turmeric. 
Cream of tartar is adulterated with terra 
alba and corn flour. To know that cream 
of tartar is pure take half a teaspoonful 
of it and put it in a tumbler of hot water. 
If pure it will dissolve without sediment.

A STORY OF A NEW ROSE.—The new 


rose, Beauty of America, now the sen- 
sation in Washington, has a history. It is 
well known that Mr. Brancroft, the 
bistorian, has in his grounds at Washing- 
ton one of the rarest and finest collection 
of roses in America. His gardener was 
privileged to take the seeds produced to 
experiment 0.1, and thousands of plants 
were raised from these, but only one j 
plant showed indications of excellence. 
This was a poor, tiny, neglected one 
growing among others. 
It 
probably 


would have been lost to cultivation had 
it not been seen by a florist, who pur- 
chased the plant two years ago from the 
original grower for the sum of seventy- 
five cents. 


Two years in the hands of the florist 


has produced plants enough to sell this 
spring for $5,000, all of which are al- 
ready sold to New York and Philadelphia 
in lots ranging from 500 to 1,000. These 
plants are but an inch high and cost $50 
a hundred. 


Such results are very encouraging to 


the originators of new varieties. Within 
two years three roses have been intro- 
duced—the Sunset of last spring brought 
the originator $15,000; tbe Bennett, of 
Philadelphia, will net $10,000, while tbe 
Beauty of America will bring $6,000.

might cut them all down. We have 
known tomito plants protected in the 
same way, and made to ripen in 
the 


open garden much longer by this inex- 
pensive, easy precaution within every 
one's reach. 


Old newspaper^ are admirable as floor 


coverings under carpets, or even spread 
under Kensington sqi-ares, retaining all 
the dust, which neither remains in the 
carpets nor sifts through to the floor . 
then they can be so easily reruoved that 
it is a great saving to uss them in this 


way, 
especially as, the dust well shaken 


out, the papers are equally servicea ble 
for kindling purposes afterward, so can 
do double duty besides tbe legitimate one 
of heralding the news of the day. 


Weather strips are now almost uni- 


versal, as well as double windows, for 
securing warm rooms ; but where, as is 
the case in some old-fastiioned country 
houses, they are not procurable, news- 
papers can supply the 
deficiency ve<-y 


well by being cut in long strips, neatly 
folded over, and stuffed in the interstices, 
and so most effectually exclude tbe cold 
outer air.

Therefore those who have no use for the 
modern newspaper 
in all tbe various 


ways we h .ve pointed out, must find in- 
tellectual profit in storing them away 
till the time when some circumstance 
may drat; them forth from their long- 
forgolten hiding places to claim an in- 
terest in human eyes, which perhaps they 
never bad to such an extent before. 


Illustrated papers arc very useful in 


adorning tbe walls of rooms, covering up 
unsightly wall papers or obnoxious holes, 
tbe delight of children as well as their 
instructors, affording gleams of cheerful- 
ness and pleasuie in else gloomy apart- 
ments. The.y are of such infinite variety, 
too, with their lovely illustrations of 
poems, stories, natural history, and comic 
sketches, as well as potraits of beauties 
and notabilities, that they coutini'ally 
educate the public taste, and give tbe 
impecunious a glimpse of real art that 
they cannot else afford.—Harper's Bazar.

'-England drinks 


coii'-sely and to excess. 
England is just

geration to indicate just ho.v abandoned to 
drink England is.just as David said he wept 
rivers of tears to give expression to how 
very badly he felt. 
One can put up with

England with little less that disgust. 
In 


the former countries there are no classes 
wholly given over to drink and its bru- 
talities : no classes that spend all they can 
earn,or beg, or steal on drink.

meant to be.

Christian countries was universal. 
The

debts; that no corporation or association, 
more than 10 per centnm of the stock of 
wliicb is or may be owned by any person, 
corporation, or association not citizens of 
the United States, shall hereafter acquire, 
hold, or own any real estate so hereafter 
acquired in any of the Territories of the 
United States or in the District of 
Columbia. It also provides that no cor- 
poi ution, other than those organized for 
the construction or operation of railwajs, 
canals, or turnpikes, shall acquire, hold,. 
or own ov«r five thousand acres of land so 
ben-after acquired in any of the Terri- 
tories of the United States, and that no 
railroad, canal, or tu-npikc corporation 
•ball hereafter acquire, hold, or own lands 
•o hereafter acquired in any Territory 
other than a s may be necessary for the 
proper operation of its railroad, caral, or 
turnpike, except such lands as may have 
been granted to it by act of Congress, 
and that all lands of any such railroad, 
cam), or turnpike corpora lion, whether

Prominent among 
the Democrats in the Seventh district is 
Georga Boss, of Doylestown, who, besides 
enjoying the distinction of having been 
defeatad by Dr. Evans, for Congress in 
the late campaign, was a delegate to the 
National 
Democratic Convention and 


voted first, last and all the time for Grover 
Clevel md. Naturally Mr. Boss is looked 
upon as having influence. 


When it became noised about that Mr. 


Boss, in case of civil service reform be- 
ing applied to the Post Office, was in 
favor Andrew Jackson Hibbs, trouble 
began to brew iu the Democratic family. 
In timos past Mr. H bbs has been an in- 
fluential factor in politics. He has grown 
wealthy and prominent, and as usually 
follows these conditions has incurred 
animosities.

Hibbs in the Post Office.

ing of Democrats was called and arrange-

ANIMALS Ail BAEOMETEES, 


Says a writer in the Cincinnati En- 


quirer ; I do not know of any surer way 
of predicting the changes in the weather 
than by observing the habits of the snail. 
They do not drink, but imbibe moisture 
during a rain an] exude it afterward. 
This animal is ue ret seen nbroad except 
before rain, when you will see it climb- 
ing the bark of ti ees and getting on the 
leaves. The tree snail, as it is called, 
two dnjs before a rain will climb up tbe 
stems of plants, and if tbe rain is going 
to be a hard and long one, then they get 
on the sheltered tide of a leaf, but if a 
short rain on the outside. 


Then there are other species that be- 


fore a rain are yellow; after it, blue. 
Others indicate rain by holes and pro- 
tuberances, which before a rain rise as 
large tubercles. These will begin to 
show themselves ten days before a rain. 
At the end of each tubercle is a pore, 
which opens when the rain comes, to ab- 
sorb and draw in the moisture. In other 
snails deep indentations, beginning at tbe 
head between the horns, and ending with 
the jointure of tht tail, appear a few days 
before a storm. 


Every farmer knows when swallows fly 


low that rain is corning; sailors, when the 
sea gulls fly toward the land—when the 
stormy petrel appears, or Mother Carey's 
Chickens, as they are called, predict foul 
weather.

ticed the activity they display before a 
storm—hurry, scurry, rushing hither and 


yon, 
as if they wore letter carriers mak- 


ing six trips a day, or expressmen behind 
time? Dogs grow sleepy and dull, and 
like to lie before a fire as rain approaches; 
chickens pick up pebbles, fowls roll in 
the dust, flies sting and bite more vi- 
ciously, .frogs croak more clamorously, 
gnats assemble under under trees, and 
horses display restlessness. 


When you see :t swan flying against the 


wind, spiders crowding on a wall, toads 
coming out of iheir holes in unusual 
numbers of an evening, worms, slugs and 
snails appearing, robin redbreasts peck- 
ing at our windows, pigeons coming to

IN TniiEi. STATES AT ONCE.—The 


Maryland line Is about two miles south of 
Newark, and the tracks of the Baltimore 
and Ohio extension run across the sharp 
angle of Pennsylvania, which extends 
down between Delaware and Maryland, 
at a point where it is five feet wide. Af- 
ter a recent train stopped over the Mary- 
land line, most of the persons on board 
alighted and picked their way 250 feet 
through the mud and water to the point 
ia the woods where the three States meet. 


The spot is indicated first by a long

"Erected by H. G. S. Key, Md.; J. P. 

Commis- 
sioners, 1849."

at one time, others placed their thumbs 
on the apex of the stone in order to say 
that they had their thumbs in the three 
States at one time, while others] stood 
still in the nnrrow strip of Pennsylvania, 
and extended one hand into Maryland and 
the other into Delaware. The stone is 
about three I'eet high, and the three sides 
each about fourteen inches wide.

WHAT BECOMES OF CATTIK TAILS.— 


Did our readers over wonder what became 
of the thousands upon thousands of cattle 
tails that are taken from the hide ' If 
utilitarianism prevailed,everywhere to the 
almost perfect degrees that exist in the 
disposal of meat cattle there would be 
few problems left for domestic economy 
to settle. 
Meat, bones, hair, hoof, horns 


—yes, tailc—all are utilized and have 
regular market values. 


The person who sinks back into a 


comfortable easj chair, for a few minutes 
solid comfort, may owe no small part of 
that comfort to the cattle tails which 
compose the curled hair with which the 
chair is stuffed. 


The hulk of our curled hair is manu- 


factured of South American horse tails, 
but domestic cattle tails make excellent 
curled hair and are readily bought for 
that purpose, They are worth 10 to 12 
cents por pound. As high as 14 cents is 
reported, but this is paid by parties who 
buy sufficiently below ths fair market 
price of parties who are ignorant of tbe 
real value of cattle t-iils, to make the av- 
erage price paid less than 10 cents. 


Cattle tails have two uses. The long 


hair at the tip is sheared off for the ex- 
cellent curled hair which it will make. 
The bony stump goes to the glue manu- 
facturer. The hide and hair of the tail 
has little or no value. Boston is one of 
the best markets in the country for cat- 
tle tails.—Soutliirn Review.
